Fateful vehicle: The limousine 
that carried John F. Kennedy 
when he was fatally shot In Dallas 
Is not lost in the mists of history. 

It's on display at the Henry Ford 
Museum & Greenfield Village in 
Dearborn, Mich., about 15 min- 
utes west of Detroit. After the 
president’s death on Nov. 22, 

1963, the 1961 Lincoln Continen- 
tal was rebuilt with titanium armor, 
bulletproof glass and a permanent 
hard top. One of five presidential 
limos on display, the JFK car is 
one of the most viewed and pho- 
tographed artifacts In the muse- 
um, staff reports. The facility Is 
open from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily 
except Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas.

Symposium/tour: History-

The symposium will involve 
an Interview with Buell Wesley Fra- 
zier, who drove Oswald to work on 
Nov. 22 and a talk by- former Dal- 
las Morning News reporter Hugh 
Aynesworth, who witnessed the 
assassination and covered the 
Tipplt murder and Oswald arrest.
